(INS)—The new compromise Mis- 
sissippi Flood Control Kbill was 
praised and criticized by the vari- 
ous interested factions today. 


While the measure was regard- 


ed as less satisfactory than the 
original Jones bill by the president 
who has stood out for part pay- 
ment by the states, it has placated 
the group which demanded tribu- 
tary protection. Senator 
Willis 


(R) of Ohio, who spoke for the 
tributary group, said the bill was 
the best way out of a, bad situa- 
tion, and house flood Control lead- 
ers characterized the new meas-% 
ure as a "great step forward." 


"I think the administrative fea- 


tures are not so good/' Willis de- 
clared, but added, "there must be 
some bill, however, so I intend to 
support it in the mam features " 
He said the plan 
provided "too 


much supervision." The bill will 
be introduced in the senate Mon- 
day by Senator Jones, 
(R), of 


Washington.

mine the value of tthikage KS a pro- 
tein supplement tor fattening spring 
pigs on alfalfa pasture. The pigs 
used 
weighed 
approximately 90 


pounds each and HIP feeding test 
covered a period of 115 days. Oue 
idt of these pigs was led corn and 
tankage lu a self-feeder and anoth- 
er lot was fed corn alone In a self- 
feetler. Botu lots were run on al- 
falfa pasture of similar quality. 


.The pigs receiving no tankage 


gained .85 pounds per head per 
day; those receiving tankage. 1.34 
pounds. 
The pigs receiving no 


tankagp required 44i pounds of corn 
to produce 100 pounds of gain; 
Ihdse receiving tankage, only 360 
founds. 
Where no tankage was 


fed, the1 cost ot grain -was $6.62 pet 
100 pounds, but where tankage-was 
fed, 
the cost was only $6.02 per 


hundred. 
The pigs led tankage 


wej?e fat and ready for market at 
the close of the experiment and 
were valued at $12.50 per 100 
pounds. The pigs that received no 
tankage were not fat enough for 
market at the close of the experi- 
ment arid were valued at only $12.30 
pe? 100 pounds. 


The hogs that were fed tankage 


returned §6.78 per head for pasture, 
while' those recehing no tankage 
returned $2.22 per head'for pasture 
corisuuied. In this test one pound 
of tankage fed free choice In t. self- 
feeder sa\ed 40 pounds of corn In 
producing 100 pounds of gain. In 
other words, at tlie price of coirt 
used In this test 84 cents per bushel, 
a ton of tankage was worth $138. 


Many Have 
Difficulty 


in Raising Good Pig* 


Many farmers have difficulty In 


raising vigorous, healthy pigs. Hog 
lots that are occupied year after 
ye'ar v^itho^ut cleaning bring r.bout 
unsanitary conditions. 
f Some of the common diseases of 
Jiogs have their beginnings within 
the first few weeks of the life of 
the pigs 
That an excessive num- 


ber of pigs are lost during the 
spring and summer months on 
many farms haS been observed. Dn- 
like hog cholera, when a large num- 
ber "of animals die within a short 
time, tlie pigs with the filth dls- 
eas"es often live for a much longer 
period. 
Such pigs ae do survive 


these nlth diseases are the so-called 
runts and it is seldom profitable 
to feed^them 
i 


Intestinal round worms and pig 


typhoid are two common diseases 
of young pigs' which are found un- 
de> filth conditions. 
When these 


pig-diseases occur they invariably 
break out on faruig where the same 
hog lots, pens and wallows are used 
for years. The soil is loaded with 
jvorm eggs and swine se^a^e bac- 
ferfa which are ready to attack 
tJve, young pigs.

Those ))ig!> that were fed out In the 
open so they got plenty of sunlight 
made about the same dally gain as 
tlie ones fed Inside. But they dl<l 
It more economically and on lew 
feed. 


The pigs fed Inside required an 


average of 4'Jo pound* of feed for 
each hundred pounds' gain to reach 
a weight of 223 pounds, while thoie 
fed out in the sunlight reached the 
same weight, with only 391 pounds 
of feed for each hundred pounds in- 
creased weight. 
The outside fed 


pigs made $1.02 more per bead over 
and above feed costs than did those 
fed inside. 


Mr. Evanrd, 'Who was in tilmrge of 


tlie experiments, thinks that sun- 
shine was responsible foP the dif- 
ference. 
He IK convinced of this 


because of tl>& fact that tlie outside 
fed pigs did not do nearly so well 
during the early part of the feeding 
season, when th^ daj% irere short 
and cold. On the other hand, after 
the days became longer and more 
mild, there was a marked improve- 
ment in their jv>»s- During the 
early part of the feeding sea«on it 
took about 10 pounds less feed per 
hundred pounds gain for the out- 
side fed pif-'t-, but at the close, when 
JJie days were longer, these pigs 
ate about 70 pounds less feed for 
each 100 pounds gain tnan did those 
fed Inside. 


The conclusion drawn Is that 


probably In midwinter, during the 
sliort days and severe weather, it 
is well to feed pigs Inside. When 
this Is done, liowever, ttfey should, 
by all means, ha\e alfalfa hay as a 
source of. vitamine D to take the 
place of the sun's ra\s, and to aid 
-in assimilating mineral1'. As soon 
as the days lengthen and tbfe weath- 
er become^ more milq, the pigs 
should be given their feed rut^ide. 


Feeding Baby Beeves 


to ^Make Good Finish 


The standard baby beef ration is 


five to ten pounds per head daily of 
clover or alfalfa hay, ten or twelve 
pounds of corn and one or two 
pounds of linseed oil meal. A few 
pounds of oats can be substituted 
for part of the -corn in the ration, 
but with prices as they generally 
prevail it seems as though cheaper 
results are usually obtained with 
straight corn.

a slight advantage. 
If neither 


clover nor alfalfa hay is available, 
it usually pays to buy enough so 
that at least two pounds of legumi- 
nous liay can be fed per head daily. 
The calves can be started out on 
only four or five pounds of corn per 
head diiily, but it Is well to increase 
t)ie ration as fast as the appetite 
permits until they are on full feed.

Harvey S. Firestohe, Jr., Sends First Message 


From Liberia To Rubber Company's Own 


Statioti In Akron—Daily Reports On 


Rubber Growth To Follow 


Mr. and Mrs. Harvey S. Fire- 
stone, Junior, now in the African 
jungles, today broadcasted the first 
message sent from the special ra- 
dio station recently erected on the 
Firestone rubber plantation in the 
interior of Liberia, on the West 
Coast of Africa. 
The message 


was received at a similar station 
on the roof of the Firestone fac- 
tories r4- Akron, Ohio. • 


This marks a new era of com- 


munication with the interior of in- 
accessible countries. 
Heretofore, 


the, method used was to send foot 
messehfcers through jungle trails, 
taking days to get in touch with 
the outside world. Broadcasting 
by radio direct from one continent 
to another thus gives the Firestone 
Tire & Rubber Co. a great advan- 
tage in developing its million acres 
of_Jcuhber_Jands that were secured 
from the Liberian 
government. 


Although these properties are lo- 
cated over 6,000 miles from the 
Firestone headquarters at Akron, 
Ohio, it will now be possible to 
send reports every day by radio 
front the Liberian plantations to 
Akron. 


100,000 Acres Laid Out 


Mr. Firestone, Jr., has been in 


Liberia since early January. In 
his first report by radio today, he 
said that the Liberian government 
officials were enthusiastically co- 
operating with Firestone in the 
company's great undertaking to 
make Liberia one of the important 
rubber-growing countries of the 
world. 
Mr. Firestone said that 


during the first year two 60,000- 
acre plantations had been laid out 
one on the Du river and tth* other 
150 miles south of the Du on the 
Cavalla river. 


Firestone engineers in the same 


time had constructed over 75 miles 
of roads and had built and estab- 
lished headquarters oft the two 
plantations, with hmisfli^'flcilrtieB 
for the resident staffs bi 118 
Americans. Power plants fdr the 
development of electric power, 
ligfit and refrigeration had been 
built, as well as hospitals and 
trade stores for ihe benefit of the 
Americans and also to supply the 
needs of the 15,000 native^ who 
are employed in clearing the jun- 
gles and planting rubber trees.

Their lack of interest is 
genuinely due to their inability to 
understand the adult service and 
lack of opportunity to m ake any 
contribution to it. These difficulties 
m ay be overcome by their m ote 
thorough preparation for church 
membership, 
and 
class 
meeting 
weekly for a t least six months be­ 
fore their reception into m ember­ 
ship, to learn the purpose, elements 
and methods of worship: and by 
the pastor’s co-operating with t|ae 
teachers to make the successive 
service intelligible to the children 
who do attend. 
For ex ample, the 
hym ns to be used on a certain Sun­ 
day m ay be selected by the pas­ 
tor a few weeks ahead, so that the 
teachers m ay have time to ex plain 
and teach them to the children. Or 
the children m ay be drilled to sing 
a special hymn or to lead in a re­ 
sponsive reading that is appropri­ 
ate for a certain Sunday service. 
Again, the pastor m ay preach an 
occasional children’s sermon. Ev­ 
ery sermon should contain illus­ 
trations that children can under­ 
stand.”

TANKAGE IN PIG 
RATION FAVORED 


Tankage in the ration of pigs be­ 
ing finished for market occupies a 
position of ex treme importance ac­ 
cording to the Kansas agricultural 
ex periment station tests which are 
discussed in the Agricultural Stu­ 
dent. 
One phase of ex periments con­ 
ducted last summer was to deter­ 
mine the valtie of t&hkage as a pro­ 
tein supplement for fattening spring 
pigs on alfalfa pasture. 
The pigs 
used 
weighed 
approx imately 
90 
pounds each and the feeding test 
covered a period of lift days. One 
liJt of these pigs was fed corn and 
tankage in a self-feeder and anoth­ 
er lot was fed corn alone In a self- 
feeder. 
Both lots were run on al­ 
falfa pasture of similar quality. 
The pigs receiving no tankage 
gained .85 pounds per head per 
dav; those receiving tankage, 1.34 
pounds. 
The pigs receiving no 
tankage required 441 pounds of corn 
to produce 100 pounds of gain; 
those receiving tankage, only 360 
pounds. 
Where no tankage was 
fed, the cost of grain was $ 6.02 per 
100 pounds, hut where tankage was 
fed, the cost was only $ 6.02 per 
hundred. 
The pigs fed tankage 
were fat and ready for market at 
the close of the ex periment and 
were valued at $ 12.50 per 
100 
pounds. The pigs that received no 
tankage were not fat enough for 
market at the close of the ex peri­ 
ment and were valued at only $ 12.30 
I 
per 100 pounds. 
The hogs that were fed tankage 
returned $ 0.78 per head for pasture, 
while those receiving no tankage 
returned $ 2.22 per head for pasture 
consumed. 
In this test one pound 
Of tankage fed free choice In a self- 
feeder saved 4.0 pounds of corn in 
producing UK) pounds of gain. 
In 
other words, at the price of corn 
used In this test 84 cents per bushel» 
a ton of tankage was worth $ 138.

The harvester bends low; in the 
left arm she gathers a cluster of 
grain stalks; with the sickle in he” 
right hand she cuts a swift stroke 
near the roots. 
Catching the sev­ 
ered grain in 
the curve of the 
sickle, she raises it above her head 
and waves it In a circular move 
ment; then, pivoting on her hips, 
she lays the sheaf on the ground 
behind her. 
In tirelss rhythm she 
moves across the rows of grain. 
A boy follows in the field, tying 
the 
sheaves 
with 
straws.—Ex ­ 
change.

SUNSHINE CUTS 
COST OF PORK 


Lik ed Old Co stumes 
b ut Stuck to Mo d ern 


Ma ny Ha ve Difficulty 
in Ra ising Go o d Pig s 
Many farmers have difficulty in 
raising vigorous, healthy pigs. Hog 
lots that are occupied year after 
year without denning bring about 
unsanitary conditions. 
Some of the common diseases of 
liogs have their beginnings within 
the first few weeks of the life of 
the pigs. 
That an ex cessive num­ 
ber of pigs are lost during the 
spring 
and 
summer 
months 
on 
many farms has been observed. I n- 
llkfe hog cholera, when a large nuin- 
l>er of animals die within a short 
time, the pigs with the filth dis­ 
eases often live for a much longer 
period. 
Such pigs »us do survive 
these filth diseases are the so-called 
runts and it is seldom profitable 
to feed them. 
Intestinal round worms and pig 
typhoid are two common diseases 
of young pigs which are found un­ 
der filth conditions. 
When these 
pig diseases occur they Invariably 
break out on farms where the same 
hog lots, pens and wallows are used 
for years. 
The soil Is loaded with 
worm eggs apd swine sewage bac­ 
teria which are ready to attack 
the young pigs. 


Looking at some pictures of Ire­ 
land, old and new, a friend re­ 
marked the other day that men on 
the streets of Dublin looked like 
men on the streets of New Bedford, 
and pointed regretfully to the posed 
picture of the typical Irish coun­ 
tryman of an older day, with his 
breeches and his characteristic hat 
and stick. 
“ What a pity they haven’t stuck 
to the old costumes.” 
“ Well,” 1 
said, “ they haven’t; but If you are 
stuck on that rig there is nothing 
on earth to prevent you wearing 
one like It.” 
He said that was dif- 
» ferent. 
“ Doubtless,” I went on. 
“ you admire the Hungarian women 
In their quaint old-style dress.” He 
said he did. 
“ Do you want your 
wife to dress that way? ” 
But he

buttoned coat and an 
elaborate 
starched, rufiled collar and a three- 
polnted hat, just like your Revolu­ 
tionary forbears.” 
But it was no 
use. 
I couldn’t Interest him in 
wearing 
old 
clothes, 
and 
he 
wouldn’t think of cooking his meal 
in an open fireplace, preferring the 
standardized, dull, stupid gas stove 
with hot-water attachment.—C. G., 
in New Bedford Standard. 


In the swine feeding testfe at the 
Iowa ex periment station one of the 
importunt observations made was 
the effect of sunlight on nutrition. 
Those pigs that were fed out in the 
open so they got plenty of sunlight 
made about the same daily gain is 
the ones fed inside. 
But they did 
It more economically and on less 
feed. 
The pigs fed inside required an 
average of 425 pound* of feed for 
each hundred pounds’ gain to reach 
a weight of 225 pounds, while those 
fed out in the sunlight reached the 
same weight, with only 391 pounds 
of feed for each hundred pounds in­ 
creased weight. 
The outside fed 
pigs made $ 1.02 more per head over 
and above feed costs than did thole 
fed inside. 
Mr. Evnnrd, who was in charge of 
the ex periments, thinks that sun­ 
shine was responsible for the dif­ 
ference. 
He is convinced of this 
because o f the fact that the ouiside 
fed pigs did not do nearly so well 
during the early part of the feeding 
season, when the daj% were short, 
and cold. On tin* other hand, after 
the days became longer and more 
mild, there was u marked improve­ 
ment lr. their gains. 
During the 
early part of the feeding season It 
tOok about 10 pounds less feed per 
hundred pounds gain for the out­ 
side fed pigs, hut at the close, when 
jhe days were longer, these pigs 
ate about 70 pounds less feed for 
each 100 pounds gain than did those 
fed inside. 
The conclusion drawn Is that 
probably in midwinter, during the 
short days and severe weather, It 
Is well to feed pigs Inside. 
When 
this Is done, however, they should, 
by all means, have alfalfa hay as a 
source of vltamine D to take the 
place of the sun’s rays, and to aid 
in assimilating minerals. 
As soon 
as the days lengthen and » he weath­ 
er becomes more mild, the pigs 
should be given their feed outride.

, Jr., Send s First Messa g e 
Fro m Lib eria To Rub b er Co mp a ny’s Own 
Sta tio n In Ak ro n—Da ily Rep o rts On 
Rub b er Gro wth To Fo llo w 


Mr. and Mrs. Harvey b. Fire­ 
stone, Junior, now in the African 
4ungies, today broadcasted the first 
message sent from the special ra­ 
dio station recently erected on the 
Firestone rubber plantation m tne 
interior of Liberia, on the West 
Coast of Africa. 
The message 
was received at a similar station 
on the roof of the F irestone fac­ 
tories at Akron, Qh.o, 
This marks a new era of com­ 
munication with the interior of in­ 
accessible countries. 
Heretofore, 
the method used was to send foot 
messengers through jungle trails, 
taking days to get in touch with 
the outside world. 
Broadcasting 
by radio direct from one continent 
to another thus gives the Firestone 
Tire & Rubber Co. a great advan­ 
tage in developing its million acres 
of rubber lands that were secured 
from

Liberian 
government. 
Although these properties are lo­ 
cated over 5,000 miles f*0” 1

Minera ls Are Imp o rta nt 
Nutritio na l Dema nd s 
Results from the use of certain 
minerals with live stock are so well 
marked that it leads us to conclude 
that minerals are one of the most 
important nutritional requirement a 
of all animal foods. 
The results 
that occur in cattle from which 
common salt is withheld is one of 
the most striking. When suit is not 
given for a few months the animal# 
become unthrifty and suffer com­ 
plete breakdown. 
The results with iodine are Just 
ns evident In those regions Where 
goitrous young are born a small 
amount of Iodine added to the ra­ 
tion during the pregnancy period 
prevents the trouble. This enables 
live stock owners to secure healthy, 
vigorous young, where formerly the 
majoritv of their young were either 
horn dead or died soon after birth.

Feed ing Ba b y Beeves 
to Ma k e Go o d Finish 
The standard baby beef ration is 
five to ten pounds per head daily of 
clover or alfulfu hay, ten or twelve 
pounds of corn and one or two 
pounds of linseed oil meal. 
A few 
pounds of oats can be substituted 
for part of the corn in the ration, 
hut with prices hs they generally 
prevail it seems as though cheaper 
results are usually obtained with 
straight 
corn. 
Cottonseed 
meal 
can be substituted for the iInseed 
oil meal, hut unless the cottonseed 
meal is $ 10 a ton cheaper, it seems 
as though the linseed oil meal has 
ji 
slight 
advantage. 
If 
neither 
clover nor alfalfa hay Is available, 
it usually pays to buy enough so 
that at least two pounds of legumi­ 
nous hay can he fed per head daily. 
The calves can be started out on 
only four or five pounds of corn per 
head daily, but it is well to increase 
the ration as fast us the appetite 
permits until they are on full feed.

Feeding calves for baby beef is 
becoming a common practice on 
many farms. 
This method of pro­ 
ducing beef calls for careful feed­ 
ing and ftiuuugemont. 


Yearlings and older cattle can be 
wintered on a cheaper class of feed 
than cftlves. 
The best ration for 
wintering these older animals is 
silage and leguminous hay. 


To economically grow and fatten 
live stock with our home-grown 
farm grains it is essential that we 
supplement them with feeds con­ 
taining the constituents in which 
these grains are lacking. 


All ewes in the flock should be 
placed on a light groin rwdon about 
èix weeks before laiublug. About h 
half pound a day of a mix ture of 
three-fourths oats and one-fourth 
corn makes a good ration. 


Brood sows need ex trcise. They 
also need alfalfa in the ration.

Sows that are far­ 
rowing can be protected against 
this trouble by the addition to their 
rations of one-fourth to one-half 
pound of alfalfa meal or chopped 
alfalfa hay of good quality.

What Do You Pay for “ Boyish Form” ? 


Baseball strategy, like broth, can be spoiled by too much collab­ 
oration. 
Several major league dubs which adopted the “ board of strategy” 
system have returned *o first principles and now leave the direction of 
the team while on the field to a single individual. 
The Cleveland Indians had as many managers as Paolino Uzcudun 
last year, and w’ere kicked around the second division all season, finish­ 
ing in sixth place. 
This year, Roger Peckinpaugh, the club’s new manager, will run 
things himself without the assistance of a “ board of strategy.” 
This is not to say that consultation off the field Is not the essence 
of baseball success. No manager would be so pig-headed as to neglect 
the advice of veterans regarding opposing pitchers, batters and base- 
runners. But when the game is on, a single source of direction works 
better than the huddle system. 
Some clubs, especially those with bench managers, have a captain 
to direct the team while it is on the field. Sometimes the captain Is 
merely a figurehead, with as much to say Shout running things as the 
nickel greyhound on the radiator cap. Sometimes he assumes responsi­ 
bilities which make for divided authority. 
Something connected with Rogers Hornsby's captaincy of the New 
York Giants brought about his transfer to the Boston Braves. Arriving 
at the training camp of the Braves tills year, Hornsby was confronted 
with a new difficulty. 
Should he accept the captaincy of the Boston Club, considering the 
fact that J ack Slattery, Its manager, was new to major league baseball 
and might be sensitive about the 
possibility of divided anthority? 
Hornsby decided he had better not be captain. 
At this juncture, Slattery proved his worth by not only insisting 
that Rogers captain the team but Invited the star second baseman to 
room with him and asaist in all matters of strategy. Naturally, Horns­ 
by accepted, and the Braves will be a far stronger club as the result. 
The New York Giants, after the departure of Hornsby, appointed 
Travis J ackson as captain. McGraw is a bench manager who likes to 
have a captain in charge of things on the playing field. In this respect, 
he differs from Miller Huggins, manager of the New York Yankees. 
Although Huggins is a bench manager, he does not believe the team 
needs a captain. It has not had one for six years, ever since' Babe Ruth 
was deposed. Since Huggins has won four pennants in those six years, 
he Is entitled to get along without a captain if he so chooses. 
Some clubs are blessed with a plethora of potential field leaders In 
addition to a capable manager on the bench. Consider the Philadelphia 
Athletics, who have, In addition to Connie Mack, Kid Gleason, Ira 
Thomas, and Eddie Collins, have Ty Cobb and Tris Speaker to help 
along with the thinking. By the time a thought got through this collec­ 
tion of gray matter, the other team would hAve scored seven runs. 
If Mack is to get anywhere in 1928, he will have to ask Ty, Tris, 
Eddie, Ira and the Kid to get together and agree upon a single field 
general.
